A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or teiepiione interview witii regard to an appiication must be made of record In the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the inter/iew as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention w\\ be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional conrespondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fomi should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than vwth the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Numt}er) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 

should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required t}elow concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the dainns discussed,

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Mr. Porter began by describing the scope of the invention as being one that would allow the lifespan of a weapon to 
be limited and extended by a time apparatus means for disarming. Examiner thanks Mr. Porter for the clarification. 

Mr. Pasternack argued that Manning does not disclose nor suggest the ability to disarm munitions, rather only 
discloses the munitions' detonation. Since the claimed invention is directed toward a time apparatus means for 
disarming, Manning is overcome. 

Examiner agreed that Manning apparently did not disclose the claimed invention. 

Mr. Pasternack proposed an amendment to the claims to address the 35 USC 112 rejections from the previous office 
action, Paper no. 14, filed 23 October 2003. 

Examiner agreed that after discussing the amendment with the Supervisor Primary Exmainer, the disposition of the 
allowability would be determined. The SPE suggested another field of search, which yielded US Patent No. 6,014,932 
to Mardirossian. Examiner asserts that col. 3, lines 45 - 54, especially discloses (or with another reference would 
obviate) what the Mr. Porter claims to be the patentable subject matter. Examiner is including a copy of the reference 
with this Interview Summary for the Mr. Pasternack's and Mr. Porter's perusal.
